■ London, Oct. 23.— Tho Pariioll co.n- 
inission of inquiry was rosuniod to-day. 
Tho attorney- general reviewed tiie liistoi y 
of tho league and (juoted from tho alleged 
Piirnell letters which appeared in the 
Times. Ho said before the case was over 
all the circuinstanoos under which tho 
Times became possessed of the letters would 
be explained, and the iiamos of tho pur- 
sons from whom they were ubtainod 
would be made known. He declared tlmt 
before the letters were published they 
were examined by perfectly independent 
persons, and the handwriting compared 
with other of Pamell's writings, and it 
was agreed the letters undoubbadly were 
genuhie specimens of his penminship. 
I'he hearing was adjounied for one day. 

The Tlmeit Mlirl Mi.lf. 

Lo.N'LioN, Oct. 24. — Tho I'arnell coin- 
luissiori resumed it* sittinu; this inoniiiif.-. 
Sir Ch.-j,rles Russell doniandud tlio pro- 
duction of the letters that the Tiinvn p(js- 
sessod, which were alleged to have been 
written by Messrs. Dillon, Biggar and 
other Pamellites. Sir Cb.-irlos Russell 
said Mr. Soaines, solicitor for tho Timer, 
had filed an affidavit stating tlio docu- 
ments had been had from an Aiiioricau 
named Roberts, and oonio of them had 
proved, upon examination, to be not gen- 
uine and therefore wore witheld in the 
Times O'Donnell libel suit.

Yancou\er is just now in its 
puppyhood— we don't use the word in an 
offonsive sense at all, for like the measles 
or the mumps wo liavd aU"had it^and we 
are ready to Inok upon it with the utmost 
indulgence knowing that it will be wiser 
l)y and by. But the iVciAS, as the ropro- 
auiilativo (if the youthful city, must not 
think that Vancouver is all tho n'orld, or 
even the whulo of British Coluiubia. In 
fact, wo Bay it liuaitatingly and in fear and 
troinbling, it ia not much more than a 
tonth part (jf this province. We have 
not like the News donned the mantle 
of the prophet, and therefore do not ven- 
'turo to predict at what date its impor- 
tance relatively to the whola population 
of the Province will bo greater than it is 
now, but those who are not so highly 
favored iin to bu residunts of that city or 
to h.'ivo Hpeoiil itcd in real catate within its 
I' lnlers, take tho liberty to think that it 
will bu Bome time yot ore it rivals Now 
Vork or even Mnutroi'l in pojiulation. 
Allowing that il incroaaea proportionately 
with other jjarts of the province, it must 
bo admitted that it will be a long time yet 
ere the population, of the M/vinland will 
bo double that of tho Island of Vancou- 
ver, yot't'o efitfto' it 'tb 'Two Senators, 
while the Islaiid haa only one, the Mahi- 
land should bo twice iiis populous and 
twice .as rich as the Island. But the best 
inform6ci lioople say that the populati(jn 
of the Province is 'protty nearly equally 
divided between the Island and tho Main- 
land. Then there are many of tliu inhab- 
itants of Vuiicouvor Iskiid who own yro- 
porty on tho ct-ntinontal parts of the Pro- 
vindo and also Iiave large iirl^rests in uiin- 
iug, inanufacturiug, aud olher uDterpi'iiui

ill the Senate than oven iis populatibp 
would indicate. It must be remembered 
that in tlie Senate provinoes rather than 
districts are represented and, consoquont- 
ly, that part of tho province in which, is 
centred thfl largest proportion tif tho 
interests of the whole province is 
beat entitled to a preponderance 
in its repiesentatibn in the Senate. 
It would be regarded, as. .high treason 
in the city of Vancouver to assert that 
there are a greater number o' men on this 
Island who from their knowledge of the 
country, the intoresta thoy have in its 
various industries, and their ability and 
experience, legislative and businuss, who 
are qualitied to occupy seats in the Senate 
than can be found on the Mainland; con- 
sequently we refrain from saying what we 
think. But if we were not afraid. of com- 
mittmg an ofTeiice that would never be 
forgotten or forgiven in Vancouver city, 
we would in the mildest and most modoat 
way possible just hint that this Island be- 
ing tho uldost settled part of thu ]iroviuce 
and its buing for a long time its businuss 
as well aa its Icf^islativu ooiitro, it ia but 
natural that tho men best litted to ropro- 
seut it hi tho couaicila of the Dominion 
aro to be found within ita bounds. With 
due deference to the very superior people 
who have made Vancouver their home, 
wa would say that if since Britbh Co- 
lumbia entered the Dominion two of its 
Sfliintors had l),'!or> soloclfld from the rosi- 
dii.'tis i.f thu id UD'I otio fi'oni those nf 
the Miiiiiiiiid t!iu ;/.ou>,ca ^Yould t(/-tbiy 
bo ill jiosuession o.t sou o ti i \..^ which nho 
liadiy needs and hiis long f.onglit in vain. 
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Why d(>'i^ '«AiuJ.n;|lag auperfluouR on [ /V • 
the Htage? 'a few year's ago he v'»is 1 ^ » 
Canada's'pndo, .t<>day he' it her reproaol;. 
Since his first defeat in Australia ht has 
lost match alter match. He should have 
seen long ago, thr.t he had, from some 
cause or other, deteriorated find th .st d<i 
could hot regain his position, as chaniipibir 
of tho worM. He mhoiild havo retireGl 
while hi^i'r(^orilVaB'bri|;ktJ.'. No Atraioaan 
before him ever ^on so many victories or 
bore Bp high a reputation. , Not even the 
suspioion of uufaimees attached to 
him. ' Every, one knows that Hiiiiian 
rowed to win, i;nd that ho 'vas above tho 
tricks resorted tc by !;(forio. i. ivors. But 
since his first defeat ho seoni.j 1 1 h.ivo 
intellectual as well as physical silAiuii.nri, 
Ho has been buoyed up by false liopi-i 
When everyone Slse saw that bo was not 
fcbe "mau he had 'beeh' he seemed to think 
that h& 'ciuld by soni^ miracle regain the 
powers he ha'd'l6sfe.' ' His last race with 
Potor Kemp was a pitiable exhibition. It 
was probably owing to the forbearance of 
hi.s competitor th;it liu waa not distanood. 
Tho public have lately taken but littli' 
iritorost in Edward Hanlan, and after thia 
if ho i)orsi»ta in rowing, ho will bo "o- 
garded with something like contempt.

DISINGENUOUS. 

Ill an article "which ia iiitondoil to bo 
apologetic and i<N\,uli' itury the Timrs 
ycstoiday ovonii.f; in loiorring to Iho arti- 
cloa in which it attacked Mr. Dunsniuir 
not only as a politician but aa a business 
man, said: " There was no intention or 
thought on our part at the time to single 
out the Hon. Mr. Dunsmttirfcom-aniongBt 
a liost of other capitalist^'" •' When he 
penned this sentoiico the writer forgot 
that Mr. Dmismuir was the only capital- 
ist among tho " host " •.vlio/io niimo %vas 
mentioned. This was hi\rdly doiio by ac- 
cident. In fact it is foolish in our con- 
touipurary trying at this time of day t<i 
create tlie iiiipiussion th;it jMr. Dousmuir 
was not aimed at in ita oiio hundrod and one 
articles and paragraphs. Even in yeaior- 
doy'a article, when it evidently tried very 
hard to be civil , it cannot help being of- 
fensive. It could not resist the tempta- 
tion of stigmatizing Mr. Dunsmuir; as a 
"tyrant." It will, purhaj)s, to-morrow 
try to make its readers liulieve that no- 
thing "poraonal" was intended or thought 
of when it applied this iujurinus epithet 
to that goutlonKiii. But this kind of disin- 
genuousness deceives nooiio. Every reader 
of the TiiHf^ knows that ono t.if ita princi- 
pal objects for niuntlis pant h:is been to 
write M;-. Dur.nnuiir down, and its denials 
now, no matter how profuse and emphatic 
they may be, simply demonstrate its. dis- 
honesty and untruthfulness. We, of 
course, fully expected to be accused by 
our contemporary _ of "fawning," but 
we pay very little hoed"' to such 
reproaches. Wo are alwriya ready 
to expose injustice no maltor upon whom 
it is uxurcisuJ. Wo saw that Mr. Dmis- 
muir was being unfairly used by tlio Tilura 
and >dtliuiigh ho is a unllioiiiiiru wu wero 
not afraid to put in our protest against 
such treatment. It would have boon much 
easier ,t<;!,hAye .taken , tho j^art .of a man 
who was friendleag and' penniless; We 
knew that our motives would be' misrep- 
resented and our language inisconstrued. 
We foresaw what wo might expect and we 
have not been disappointed. 

A PKOFOUA'D MYSTERY. 

Very little haa been done as yet to- 
wards clearing up tho (ialt mystery.. The 
more the attempt at poisoning is enquired 
into the more atrocious it appears. It is 
now know that poisoned candiea woiu 
sent to three families, in all of which were 
young children. Whether the miscreant's 
obj-oct was to poison tho grown up mom- 
bora of tlio families, or thu innocent, un- 
otlbnding little ones, it I.h impo.ssiljlu to 
conjecture. None of tiie theories adi-aiicud 
lit all the circumstJincoj of the criiiio. it 
was lirst thought tliat jealousy was the 
motive of the would-be poisoner, tliat a 
love-crazed girl wished to get a rival out 
of her way. But one of the persons to 
whom the poisoned sWoets were sent was 
a clergyuian, a married man, of unsvillied 
reputation, ivho did not knew that he. had 
an enemy in the world. In the other famil- 
ies, besides the marriageable young ladies, 
there wore married woiiioii of whom no 
girl could be jealous, ami little children 
by whoso doatli no one could by any pos- 
sibility hu bciielittt'd. It is impoBsiblu 
that the poiaon could liavu been intended 
to aveiigo an aU'i-oiit, fur thu candies 
wore sunt to three families that 
had no connection with each other. 
All three families could not have offended 
one person, and that tho poisoned candies 
were all posted by tho' saine 'hand is a 
moral oerUuity. The most probable 
theory is . that tho poisoner is a person 
whose mind is diseased. No one but a 
person alUiotoc. witli a niania for murder 
would dream of sending poisoned sweet- 
inohts to throe iliHoroiit faniilio.s. Instead 
of one victim thero niiglit hiivo been a 
dozen. We soo by a late lolegrani that a 
girl living in Tliorold, a former roaidont 
of Gait, lias boun .-irni'itod, Wu would not 
bo at all siirpri.scd to liiid that the jiorson 
who haa committed this crime will bo 
found to bo u joung woman affliotod with 
hysteria. This is n disease which assumes 
a thousand forms, some of |ihom harmless 
enough, hut others not by any means so 
innocent, caushig unhappinesa to the 
patient and the greatest anxioty to hor 
relatives. It ia liaril to boliovo tlmt any 
one accountable for his or her acta could 
bo HO recklessly wicked aa wantonly to at- 
toinpt the lives of ho many ))eiaons. Tho 
crime as fur as can ))o seen was altogether 
object less. Tho poisoner attempted to 
kill for the more pleasure of killing.

A SWINDLBK FOlliBI). 

HflKndeavon to CMh a Tornred Obeck at tha 
ClareaM, Bnt la UnancecaafU— Sncce«<di In 
TiettmliinK Hla Vrlend by BeeiirlnK * Tele- 
ffrsph Order for BeTcml Handr<d Dollan. 

A case, of attempted swindling has just 
come to light. On Wednesday, October 
lOth, two men arrived from Portland at 
tho Clarence hottd and registered, tho 
elder as G. O, Caukin, the other as E, 
Buatig, Portland. Mr, Caukin is well 
known and popular, ' being the district 
agent of the Traveler's Accident Insur- 
ance Co., of Hartford, Conn. "Rustig" 
ia a modium-aizod man, well-dressed, 
blondo with light inoustacha, evidently a 
Goriiinn Jew, and aged about 24 years, 
Ho stated that he represented a Portland 
linn and had run over from Tacoma with 
hia friend, not on bushiess. 

The day after his arrival after dinnor, 
Itudtig asked the clerk, Mr. Cumming, to 
cosh a $200 cheque drawn on Garescho, 
Green ■& Co., in his favor. Mr. Cum- 
ming said ho could not but would ask Mr. 
Richards wdion he came from dinner. He 
did so, and Kustig lianded him thu 
olio(tue which was wiittoii and signed in 
tho same handwriting. Rustig explained 
bo Mr. liicliards tliat he had wired his 
firm for money and had received it, but 
not expecting to leave Victoria for several 
days had deposited it at Gareache, Greon 
& Cn'a, taking the cheque for the am- 
ount. He had since' the bank closed de- 
cided to go to Vancouver witli his friend 
Mr. Caukin, and wanted the money. Mr. 
Richards doubted ita genuineness, and step- 
ped with the clieq^ue in .his hand to tho 
telephone, intending to ask Mr Green 
concerning it. 

On seeing Mr. Richards go to the tele- 
phone, Rustig snatched the cheque from 
the former, saying that it did nol; make 
any ditiorenco, that he would wait ovor a 
day and cash it himself. He then left the 
holol and went to tlio Club Theatre, spent 
tho evening with his friend, and after- 
wards returned, settled his bill and de- 
parted. 

It is stated that ho went over to tho 
Driaid with Rlr. Caukin and registered 
for both as H. C. Horton and L. H. Hal- 
leii, no address. Mr. Richards mot Mr. 
Green in tho morning and from him 
learned that the bank know nothingabout 
tho cliocpie or man. No stops, however, 
were taken to arrest him. 

It has since dovolopud that Rustig know 
that Caukin was expecting several hun- 
dred dollars by telegraph. He got the 
telegraph intended for Caukin, and with 
the telegraph order and represontiiig liim- 
self as tho latter, be went to tho bank 
which it was drawn and secured tho 
money. He is supposed to have then 
loft for San Francisco. 



THE CHIKA STEAMERS. 

Ur. G. B. Doihvell, Shuighal A|;eiit, Inter- 
viewed on the SnUJer-U 

Geo. B. Dodwell, Shanghai,., agent for 
the C.P.R. line of BtoajJiiTiiJili '"feJ Iftiina 
*ud Japan, was in the city yesterday,' and 
was intorvioived by several iniportora nf 
OhincBo products in regard to freights 
and thu calling of steamers at Victoria. 
It is uiideratoiiid. that tho interviews were 
mutually satisfactory, ftlr. Dodwell was 
seen at tlie Driard last evening by a Col- 
OKIST. representative and pleasantly re 
ceived. 

Mr. Dodwell stated that ho found it 
was not generally known in Victoria that 
it was tho Guion Steamship Cmnpany 
which was running the C. P. R, line be- 
tween British Oolunibia and Cliinu. The 
head of this company was Sir William 
Pearce, and it was not tho C. P. R. diroc- 
torate which outlined their operations, 
but Sir Willmm. Whether they-wbnld 
continue under tho Guirm direction as 
tho subsidized line ho could not state 

When in Victoria in tbosiimniorhe had 
been requested by Mr, Rithet to look 
into the question of landing freight for 
this city on tho inward voyage, and on 
his return he had visited the various 
points of call in China and Japan. After 
Waiting thu departure of several steamers, 
he had come to the conclusion that it was 
impossible to stow freight in one com- 
partment for Victoria. It would of neces- 
sity have to be a middle coinpartineiit in 
order that the ship wight be projiorly 
trimmed. There were five or six ports 
which sent freight to Victoria, and tho 
quantity to bo sent by any particular 
b(jat was not known until the port 
wa.'i'roaclieJ. There might bo ten tons or 
one hundred. Victoria fr'>ight had 
averaged over one hundred tons ao far, 
and the greatest amount on any single 
trip was four hundred tons. They had 
endeav()red in every possible way to meet 
Victbria shippers in their desiro to have 
freight landed here but had found it im- 
|)racticable. The running of tho steamers 
was on purely business linos, and in 
order that this policy should he adhered 
to it was impossible to land freight at 
Victoria. If freight for the latter 
exceeded that going overland there would 
then be a reason for it. " Make 
Victoria a free port," remarked 
Mr. Dodwell. "and it might not 
bo many j'cafs before you would 
became a great shipping port. Tho mak- 
ing of Hongkong into a froo port has 
transformed, it from a barren rock into 
the fourth shipping port in tho world. " 

The steamer Danube had been sent over 
from Hongkong in order to laud A''ictoria 
freight a.s cheaply mid as ([uickly as poa- 
»'Mu after the steamer's arrival. At pre- 
Kciit freight was landed in Victoria as 
cheap, and in many inatances choapur, 
than at Vancouver. This was possible 
because where there was ton tons for tho 
latter place there was a hundred for Vic- 
toria, and a butter rate could bo given. 
As tiiattois wore at iiresciit, however, ho 
could not hold out any hope that thu 
stoainships would call at Victoria. What 
might bu done under tho new arrange 
r-tent he could not Hay. He hud placed 
tho matter before Victoria leading im- 
porters as it really was, and as business 
men tlioy readily saw that tho company 
coiikl not follow a difleront policy from 
that at present pursued.

You see it is a great thing to be 
able to give your gold to the Lord. But 
there ia something besidos the gift of 
money. Think of love's gift. Here, 
again, we are told that if we possess this 
great love we shall be delivered from evil 
thoughts. This, in itself, is a great bles- 
sing. Oh I how often wo think evil of an 
neighbor. But, see, this inspiration of 
love will tranaplaiib all evil thoughts aud 
desires. W.ii know it is easy to think 
evil — evil of each other, ovil of aiuithor 
church, evil of the Salvation Army, 
simply because tlioy do not cast out doi'ils 
as we do. Again this love rejoicetli over- 
nioro. A nd not only ao, but bbaroth all 
things, ondureth all things, hopeth all 
things, bolievotli all things. Love never 
failoth. It is going to last. In Heaven 
wo shall know more about love than here. 
Whether there bo tongues — they alinll 
cease. Tho great ancient languages are 
passing away. Prophecies are to bo a 
thing of the past. All things are chang- 
ing. Steam ia only in a short time to be 
traiisplantod by electricity. Then, a^ain, 
you see^ wo are to put away childi.ili 
tilings, Wo aro to bo nu')i, growing more 
loving and loveablo day by day. And 
this love begets love as hatred begets 
hatred. Ah ! lovo ia our great motive 
power as workers for God. You can't 
force nion into the Kingdom </f Heaven. 
Love people in order to aavo them. 

How, then, aro we to love V First we 
must get the lovo^ of God. That alone 
will impin^oiir: '^^^^ 'Iii , .the : ae^dnd 
place we niuat oxdrcise the love we have. 
Go forth and reacue tliodowii-trodden and 
lovo will spring up jifresli in your soul. 
Yos, if you want to keep your heart warm 
to Jesus Christ, help.BOOieone else. Mr. 
Spurgeon, in listeriliis! •t»''tho story of a 
little orphan boy, was ao warmed in liis 
heart that in giving him aome money felt 
that that little follow did him more good 
than ho did tho boy. So good deeds will 
come liuck to you. Tlie little boy's echo 
waa good or bad as he spol;e himself. Now 
1 like to BOO how a man treats his wife and 
children. Preachers do not knovv who 
the best Christians are. VA''hon they como 
to church they put on their best clothes, 
Go to their home and get a peep at their 
hidden lifu. That's the tost. Oh I this 
lovo ought to be the inspiration of our 
very life. What are we doing for Christ 
up here in the lio.spital / Out hereon the 
slrcots for'th^ fonjnjnera flocking inti 
your city ? WTiat work are you tit for if 
you have no love for poor dying sou 
There is a joy unknown to lunidreila of 
Christians— tho joy of saving tlie lost, 
H ive you ever felt it i Sorry for you if you 
baveiiot. There is not on angel in Heaven 
who wouldn't volunteer to-day to conic 
down onto this poiu' siutu] earth in order 
to save the soul of one litllo child or one 
Indian or one Chinaman if fhe o|)portun- 
ity woro given. I wonder if there is a 
wealthy lady in this town would uo down 
in tho streets to save one. of our little 
street Arabs, Htich a lady in Chicago did 
(thu instance waa cited): T)o you think 
theru ia. Dr. Mcheod i* (The Dr. replied 
that lie was quite a stranger in the city). 
1 want to ajipeal to the Sabbath-school 
workers. 1 want to ask them what they 
are doing for tho salvation of thu children. 
Where ate- -tJnrHwiyB -luid giris '? -■ Why 
don't we see thoni at tJio rink 'I I'll tell 
you where thoy aro — around theso places 
of anuisemunt. (Mr. Sluody here told 
of an incident in cuiinection with ii 
lady's elForla to. save a wayward boy. 
There was not a diy eye in tho church ,it 
the conclusion of his address). Oh ! what 
we all want is a baptism of lai'e — the love 
of God — the lovo of Josus^irist, lovo for 
souls. Take this I'Jt'h ■chapter of Corin- 
thians and study it well, and jiray God 
that your soul may bo tilled with this 
great living j)rinciplo of lovo. 

Al the close a short piaiao service was 
held, and many gave testimony as to 
blessings received during the nieethigs, 
For increasetl desire to work for God, for 
a greater lovo for His word, for iiuickencd 
life, for a higher conco]Hiun of Ilia work. 
"Praise God from Whom all Blosaiug.i 
Flow" was then aung aud the service 
closed. 

THE EVENI.VO ."SF.KVU'K. 

After the usual praise and song service 
last night in the rink, Mr. Moody read 
thu 51st Paalm. In this short psalm of 
nineteen veraefl, said he, David spoke of 
himsolf thirty-tliree t imes, and I hat was 
what we w;iiilod to do; lo look at our 
solves iind we would not have so niuel 
timu to look at the faults of others. 

I like these rainy night inoetings, buid 
he. It seems to mo, that whon people 
come out to a -ineetuig a night like this 
that they come for a purpose, No doubt 
mail}' had come out to-night ex|>eetiiig to 
receive a blessing, and tho Lord was more 
willing to blo.ss us than wo wore to ask 
Him. There were .so many things to 
koop jieo|>lo back trom coming to Jesus 
and acknowledging Him as thoir Saviour. 
There was prejudice, and fear, and unbe- 
lief, all tending to koop men away from 
Him, who was so ready and willing to savo 
tlioiii and blot out all their 
iniquities and transgressions. Wo 
all need tho grace which God gives. 
Fathers and mothers needed it-^needed it 
in their home". Thu business iiiai) 
needed it in his business. All need to bo 
saved, and ho thought ho would speak on 
tho question to-night, "What inuHt I do 
to be saved '!" 

In tho tirst place 1 want to tell ymi 
that you cannot save yoin-solvos; you need 
outside help. Christ died to save iMau, 
and when thoy gave up the struggle; the 
moment you give up youraelvos as lost, 
you are saved. Look to the Lainb of God, 
tlie Star of Butlileheiii, forj'our salvation, 
flow many liavo tried to savo tliemsolvea 
by making vows •uid good rusolulioiis am' 
then liroakiiig them utterly every time, 
every tiniu a failure. So many are wait- 
ing for fueling, waiting appuroiitly for 
thoir feelings to save them, but it was 
Christ vdio saved them and nothing else. 

When the children of laniel were about 
to take thuir departure out lA Egypt you 
romeiidior that they woro coniinanded to 
sprinkle their doorpoats with tho blood 
of a lamb or a kid, and wliun 
tho destroying angel paa.sed over Egypt, 
and tho first born of the Egyptians was 
stricken, the liousoa of thu Israelites 
which had blood spriiiklod upon them 
were passed over. And if yon are shelter- 
ed boliiml the blood of the Si>ii of God, 
whore tho blood was Ho would p is.s ovoi- 
you. The point is this: Tho Blood is 
uiKin the Moroy Seats, and the ^ ilesl of 
tho vile can enter and obtain pardon full 
and fruo. It ia tho finished work of 
Jesus Christ that saves you, and in His 
blood your sins aro washod away. When 
Noah was outside tho ark ho had to make 
but Olio ,»itcp and ho was saved. And so 
it ia with the sinners, one atop and thoy 
are saved through the auH'oring of Christ, 
in Him ihere is safety. Theie w.iB the 
city of i-ufugo in Jewish times, I:i was 
the law to avenge the death of a frimid, 
but if the oriniinal could reach the . city of 
refuge ho was ^afo. Tho avenger was on 
his track, he flies along the road that 
leads to the city; the man woiking in liin 
field at the ruadsid'e sues the lleoingfugitivo 



closely pursued and he shouts to him, 
"Escape for your life. " Tho watchman 
on tho walla of tho city aoes the avenger 
oloae upon him, he is but a few yards 
Stway perhaps, and he shouts, "Escape for 
your life." Ah! tho pursuovl one cares 
nothing now for making money; wealth 
ia nothing to him now, the world is no- 
thing; jioio he needs falvation, Ho passes 
through tho gate of the city of refuge iuat 
as the pursuer's hand ia upon him and ho 
is SAVEo! My friends, wo have a City of 
Refuge. Joaus Christ is our Refuge, and 
in Him wo are safe. Y"ou are oxposed to 
the wrath and the law of God, but He 
has pros'ided for you a ineana of escape 
fnjin tho coiiscMiuencoa which sin has en- 
tailed upon you; He has given you apluco 
of Refuge. 

In slavery times ill tho United States, 
if a ahivo could croas Mason and DLnon's 
line, which divided the alayeholding froni. 
tho free States, he was free. He remein- 
bored an incident of a slave wlio had es- 
caped from ^'il■ginia, and had reached 
Boston. All elibrt was made to take 
him back to the plncu from whence he 
had tied. Tho oH'ort was resisted by a 
mob and tho militia were called out, and 
shots were fired into the mob, and the 
next day there was a funeral and on the 
coffin there was inscribed "Liberty buried 
tOrcli^.iQ:-?08ton.'' Lint the slave knew 
tkat if he could rcarii British soil lie was 
froo. Ho makes the attempt, and ho has 
almost reached thj goal; his master pur- 
sues him; ho is still a slave, but if h.a can 
cross the line ho ia . frne, one minute a 
slave the nexf; a'fres' man. 

And so a man can come in here to-night 
a slave and go out a free man. You can 
come under tho banner of Heaven and 
.lesus Christ will shield, preserve and pro- 
tect yon. An American citizen living in 
Cuba, uharg'id with treasor. by Spanish 
govoinnioiit. tried and found guilty and 
ordered to he shot. Tho English and 
American consuls interceded with tho 
Cuban govertiment for Ilia life, but with- 
out avail. 'Thoy could not save him. Tho 
day of execution ariived, and seabed upon 
his coflin he was taken to the place of ex- 
ecution. The B(iuad that had been told 
oil to act as the oxeciibionors 
had lovellcd thoir rifles, when tho British 
and Auiorii.au consuls ap|)oarod. The 
rilles were dropped, and those men taking 
the llag.a of tlieir countries, wrapped thoni 
ariaind the m.m, and said, " Shoot those 
llaga if you dare." But they did not dare 
to. He waa protected and saved by the 
Union .lack and tho Stars and Stripes. 

Let the llau of Heaven, the folds of 
which are love, and safety mid pretectioii, 
float over you. Would you not rather bo 
a citizen of iloaven than of the United 
States or Canada ? Make up your minds 
to becomo a apldier under the 'banner of 
King Einanubi; If a man wants to be- 
come ii Christian he must lirsc make up 
his mind. You must receive Christ in 
order to bocomc a soldiur of Christ. You 
can't do anything towards your own 
vation I God dues not require it of you for 
He lias dune it all Himself, 

During tho American war, when it was 
seen that the Northoni cause Was boqml 
to trinnqih, (piitc a number of Confeder- 
ate Koldiora left thoir army and joined the 
North. I'.nt they came in so fast that the 
socr«itai-y of War issued an order for- 
bidding the commaiidura of the armies 
to receive any more refugees. One man 
caiiioto tho Union lines and waa told that 
he could not bj adinittod. Ho could not 
go hack ; he wimid be shot as a deaortor. 
Ho wandered in the woods and at length, 
nearly fami.slied, he hailed a passing 
horseman and said "(Jive ine helj) or I 
must dio." He di^tailed the circumstjincea 
in wliich In; was placed and said he waa 
waiting tln.'ro in hiding until he could 
escape, "Why," said he, "did you not 
know th.at the war is over, and that you 
have nothing to fear." So 1 come t«j-night 
to tell you that the war is tiver, pence is 
ostabjishi'd and every rebel can find 
pcraiju .lod ].aii!:.n by laying down hia 
armi,. Will you do it I Don't you want 
to bo at peace with yourself, at poace 
with (jod '. Why uol couio then '(" This 
very night you cin be saved by accepting 
the finished mark ,)i Uliiiat.
